House Committee Approves 
49.000 New Capehart Units 


WASHINGTON.—The House Banking and Currency committee has approved a hous- 
ing bill that will provide 4er-about 49,000 more units of Capehart housing over the next 





three years. 


A similar housing bill that re- 
cently passed the Senate, S 3855, 
would provide an additional 100, 
000 units—twice as many as-in the 
House committee bill. 

The House measure, HR 11742, 
extends the Capehart authority for 
three years—until September, 
1959. It increases the mortgage 
authority from the present $1.3 bil- 
lion to $2 billion, 475 million, with 
a cost per unit limit of $16,500 on

WASHINGTON. — The Army . 
fell short of its predicted promo- 


“tions during the past 12 months 


by about 57,000 enlisted and 750 
officer promotions, 


Except in four grades, however, 
the Army's predicters came pretty 
tlose (errors of about 10 percent 
or less). ¥ 

Errors in these grades were 
blamed on “unpredictable gain 
and loss factors” by an Army 
spokesman, except for the grade 
of captain, in which, he said, the 
Army made a flat 2000-to-high 
mistake. 

In February, 1955, Lt. Gen. Rob- 
ert Young (then major general 
and AC/S G-1), told the House 
Appropriations committee that the 
Army would make no promotions 
to E-7 during FY 1956 (July 1, 
1955 through June 30, 1956). Actu- 
ally, the Army issued quotas for 
promotion of 730 between Sep- 
tember, 1955, and last March.

WHERE the Army’s figures were 
most inaccurate was in grades E-6 
afi@&-5, Against a prediction of 
10,600 to be promoted during the 
year to E-6, the Army actually 
authorized 5845 in its monthly 
quotas.

Nearly a Century Later 





They've Fired 


FORT STEWART; Ga.— 
American history books may 
have to be re-written to record 
that the last rounds*of ammu- 
nition of the Civil. War were 
fired here. 


This week—almost a- century 
after hostilities between the states 
had ended—Civil war relics from 
Fort Pulaski, near Savannah, still 
fused and armed and in an unsafe 
condition, were blown up on this 
post. 

And so—Civil War history is 
still, being’ written. 

It all came about in this fashion: 

Recently, an official got to won‘ 
dering about some Civi’ War reli¢s 
which have been on display for 
many years for tourists to Pulaski 
National Monument. Could they 
be dangerous? A request was made 
to. Stewart’s 38th Ord. Det. (Ex- 
plosive Ordnance Disposal) to ex- 
amine them to determine if they 
were safe 

Examination by the demolition 
specialists on the site proved the 
suspicions valid. It was revealed 
that about 50 per cent ‘of the 
rounds‘ were still fused and armed, 
and definitely in an unsafe condi- 
tion. 

They were transported here by 
the detachment, which is com- 
manded by Ist Lt. Dewey G. Weeks. 
And in the demolition area of the 
post, Fort Pulaski’s “final rounds” 
echoed throughout the aréa like 
voices from the past. 


Last Rounds 
Of Civil War Ammunition 





The ammunition, almost _ 100 





rounds, consisted vf six-pound to 
80-pound cannon balls, other pro- 
jectiles,.and an object closely re- 
sembling a hand grenade. 

The ammunition—even in. its 
corroded state—could have served 
its purpose of some 100 years ago 
by blowing up people today. 

Actually, the last shots to be 
fired at Fort Pulaski were by Union 
soldiers in April, 1862, when fed- 
eral,forces fired upun the fort from 
eight of their batteries on Tybee 
Island. After thirty hours of ter- 
rific bombardment, Cul. Charles H. 
Olmstead, the Confederate com- 
mander, was forced to surrender 
on April 11. After its surrender, 
the fort was used for more than 
a year as a military prison. Cap- 
tured with the fort were 385 offi- 
cers and men, as well as ammuni- 
tion and supplies. 

Fort Pulaski history dates back 
to 1812, when Cockspur Island was 
chosen by the federal government 
as the site of a fort because of its 
position at the mouth of the Sa- 
vannah River. The first drafts of 
the new fort were made by Simon 
Bernard, Napoleon’s chief engi- 
neer, who had come to America 
to assist. in planning coast de- 
fenses. 

But actual construction did not 
begin until 1829, and was prin- 
cipally under the direction of Lt. 
J. F. K. Mansfield. Assisting him 
in preliminary surveys was a young 
engineer named Robert E Lee, who 
recently graduated from West 
Point.

FORT BENNING, Ga. — Flaine- 
throwing sounds like a hazardous 
occupation, but oddly enough, it 
seldom hurts anybody here. 

The same goes for other such 
lethal activities as hurling hand 
grenades or firing machine guns, 
mortars*and M-1 rifles. 

Even chauffering a 40-ton tank 
is as safe as lolling in a mother’s 
arms when compared to driving a 
private vehicles off the post. Com- 
paratively speaking, very few in- 
juries occur during training. And 
the most dangerous jobs produce 
fewest injuries of all. 

Those are conclusions drawn this 
week by Norman M. Evans, Infan- 
try Center safety director, who is 
trying to make everybody on this 
big Army post safety conscious. 

He pointed out that 24 post sol- 
diers were killed last year by pri- 
vate vehicles off the reservation. 

Compare this to the 15 fatally in- 
jured in all other type of accidents 
combined, including five in Army 
aircraft, one by Army vehicle (a 
pedestrian), one in private vehicle 
on post, one by lightning, two in 
altercations, two by drowning and 
three for other reasons. 

The time has come, Evans and 
other Fort Benning authorities 
have concluded, to launch a coun- 
terattack -on these costly wrecks.

A® THINGS stand now, officers who in past years gave’ up 

active commissioned service time to take Regular com- 
missions will not get that time back when the Army begins 
to take in new Regulars under -its latest augmentation pro- 
gram. The Army’s decision not to credit this time has created 
considerable resentment among many officers who view this 
as discrimination of a rank sort, since it will make them 
junior to men integrated later than they were. This resent- 
ment is understandable, but we think much of it is based 
on an inadequate knowledge of all the factors involved. 

It is true that a case-can be made for a charge of in- 
equity. Men who were made Regulars after Dec. 31, 1947, 
under the provisions of DA Circular 382 (the “competitive 
tour”), or later by direct appointment from AUS, Reserve or 
Guard on active duty status, had to give up all active com- 
missioned service for promotion and retirement purposes 
that they had acquired to that point. 

On the other hand, men who were commissioned in the 
Reserve from Dec. 7, 1941 through Dec. 31,1947 now may 
be credited for all commissioned service, both active and 
Reserve, when they go RA in 1958. 

In this latest augmentation group there are likely to be 
many officers who were commissioned at the same time as, or 
after, some who made Regular under the Officer Personnel 
Actsof 1947, as described above. 

Therein; seemingly, is the inequity. Men who won’t go 
Regular until 1958 will in some instances be senior to men 
who have been Regulars since 1948. 

To correct this situation, the Officer Personnel Act could 
be amended to permit crediting time served before Jaf. 1, 
1948. Undoubtedly, many of those affected would like to see 
this done, Still, the precedent is there for Congress net to 
do so. 

The plain fact is that thousands of officers in the past 
have given up years of active commissioned service in order 
to go RA, and seldom have received crédit. So-called 
“Thomason Act” officers could not be appointed Regulars 
until they had served a year’s “competitive-type tour.” When 
appointed RA, they got no credit for this service, nor for any 
other active duty performed before the date of appointment. 

Direct appointments made in 1941 and 1942 gave credit 
for no day’s service before the date of appointment: In the 
1946 and 1947 integrations, no credit was given for active 
service performed before Dec. 7, 1941. At the same time, no 
adjustments were made in the service credit of either 
Thomason appointees or for those appointed during War II. 

When Army personnel experts studied the whole prob- 


* lem of restoring credit for service, the first conclusion they 


reached was that if time was restored for one group the fair 
thing would be to restore it for all. This would mean 
Thomason Act and War II appointees, as well as OPA-ap- 
pointees given RA commissions after Dec. 31, 1947. 

But next came the realization that for some Thomason 
Act officers and for some officers still on active duty who were 
appointed after War I, the provisions of the OPA would 


mean immediate retirement for service. 


And what would be the effect on those who gave up 
service to take an OPA appointment? None now have more 
than 914 years’ time for promotion and retirement purposes. 
But those who gave up three to five years’ time to take Regu- 
Jar commissions would be put in the 12 to 14-year “hump”

505th AIB Tests 
Troop Carrier 
Planes at Bragg 


FORT BRAGG, N. C. — Beaver- 
tail “Flying Boxcars” and C-123 
assault aircraft have been tested 
recently for the Continental Army 
Command by paratroopers of the 
82d Abn. Div. to determine their 
capabilities as airborne troop 
carriers. 

Troopers from .the 505th Abn. 
Inf. Regt., made test*jumvs from 
the two planes. The C-123 is pri- 
marily used to land troops on short 
unimproved airstrips cleared by 
airborne engineers using small air- 
dropped buldozers. CONARC and 
the 505 are testing it as a. potential 
troop carrier for dropping men 
and equipment. 

The C-119 is the _ airborne’s 
principal carrier, but the rear 
doors are usually of the “clam- 
shell” variety. The “beaver-tail” 
C-119 is a modification which is 
undergoing tests. Earlier this 
month the 505 also assisted CON- 
ARC in testing new static lines 
which pull the parachute from its 
pack.

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Would it be too unreasonable if 
many German# began to think it 
might be better first to see 
whether terms couldn’t be reached 
with the Russians before either 
building up a big German army at 
great expense or gambling Ger- 
many’s future safety on unsubstan- 
tial promises? 

This just doesn’t seem to be 
the right time for talk of pull- 
ing American and British troops 
out of Germany. Not /with the 
French already gone, and all 
Western Europe talking of cut- 
ting the term of military service, 
and the German army not yet 
in being. 





A year or two from now, when 
perhaps the French troubles in 
North Africa may have simmered 
down, when there may be a sub- 
stantial number of German troops 
actually under arms, and when we 
shall know a little more about the 
character. and conditions of the 
atomic battlefield—as well as ac- 
quiring a little more experience of 
the true meaning of the Kremlin’s 
“new look’*—we might perhaps re- 
consider the size of our Européan 
garrisons.

The. bill also contained a pro- 
vision toe encourage the Defense 
Department. to buy up Wherry 
housing projects and assign them 
as public quarters. Defense would 
be authorized to buy up 82,000 of 
these Whierry units. This is par- 
ticularly important since the Su- 
preme Court decision making many 
privately-owned projects subject to 
local taxes. 

The House bill does not neces- 
sarily limit the number of housing 
units to 150,000. With the mort- 
gage limit of $2-billion, 475-million, 
Defense could build up to 150,000 
units at $16,500 per unit.

partment will be able to build 
more units. At an average cost of 
$15,000 per unit, for example, De- 
fense could build 165,000 units.

Change 3 to AR 35-1820, just 
published, requires this, based on 
two comptroller general decisions 
interpreting a two-year-old law 
which the change to the regulation 
puts into effect.

SELECTION for outstanding of-

The new program for outstand- 
ing officer selection differs from 
the old “five percent” program of 
four years ago in one major ré- 
spect, besides those already in-, 
dicated. No recommendations from 
the field are required. All selec- 
tions will be made on the basis of 
records available at Department of 
the Army.

The most interesting aspect of 
this situation is the position that 


the ultra-conservative “and reac- }. 


tionary elefhents have taken. They 
have retreated to a more subtle 
sanctuary, but have not given up 
the fight for the. perpetuation of 
their school of thought. 

The nature of their attack is 
against individuals rather than a 
concerted all-out effort against a 
group per se. They direct théir at- 
tack against the more promising 
Negro officers (annihilation of the 
leader principle) and the others in- 
cidentally. 

I personally know of several 
caseswhere their method of at- 
tack has been very successful, 
causing Negro RA officers to re- 
sign their commissions. In_ the 
main, these. conservative elements 
in the military will use one of the 
below listed methods: 

e@ Purposely withholding essen- 
tial and non-essential information 
of an informative nature which are 
important in order for one to do 
his job properly and intelligently. 

e “Planting seeds” (unfounded 
or exaggerated derogatory com- 
ments) among one’s superiors. 

e Giving instructions indirectly 
with an inflection of voice which 
indicates that he is simply think- 
ing aloud, and holds you Yresponsi- 
ble if it is not done. 

e@ Looking for mistakes in one’s 
work of a minor nature, and repri- 
mands you as if a cardinal princi- 
ple had been violated. 

We might conclude that the “‘seg- 
regation monster” has been fatally 
wounded; however, its-tail is still 
wagging. I feel that the Army ‘is 
to be commended for its positive 
action in showing the rest of the 
U.S. what can be done if it sin- 
cerely wants it done.

$40,000 in Soldier Deposits 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — MSgt. 
Orrie P: Gruelle won a jackpot 
prize of $40,000 by answering onc 
question correctly at Benning. 

“Do you want a discharge?” was 
the question. 

“Yes,” cdme Sgt. Gruelle’s 
prompt reply. He’ll re-enlist in the 
Second Army area to be near his 
ill brother. 

Thus, wheels were set in motion 
for the 66-year-old soldier from 
Dry Ridge, Ky., to collect a golden 
nest egg of cash, including $36,435 
in Soldier’s Deposits and $3570 in- 
terest. 

The money had been storing 
away for 14 years. Sgt. Gruelle, 
who has a doctor of philosophy 
degree in education, regularly 
put more than $200 a month into 
the savings in recent years. 

A bachelor, he pointed out his 
expenses have not been great. “I 
don’t smoke and the government. 
furnishes all my needs except 
laundry,” he pointed out. 

Most men at 66 with a com- 


‘fortable sum of money like $49,000 
would be thinking about retiring 
to some restful bungalow, with 
maybe a flower garden to putter in. 
But not Sgt. Gruelle. 

He plans to re-enlist in the Army 
for another four years. That will 
round up his 20 and allow him to 
retire on a steady income. 

But what about the $40,000? He’ll 
put a portion of it back in Soldier's 
Deposits when he re-ups. As for 
the remainder, he’s studying a 
couple of building and loan invest- 
ment plans around the country that 
would return him 4% to 5 percent 
compounded semi-annually. 

In addition to his savings, Sgt. 
Gruglle received other money such 
as $300 mustering-dut pay, accrued 
leave and ration allowance for 52 
days, travel pay to his home in Dry 
Ridge and 15 days regular pay.

REDSTONE’S original wind tun- 
nel was brought to this country 
from Peenemuendée,. Germany, 
where it was used in. developing 
the V-2 rocket. A considerable 
number of the tests required by 
our guided missile scientists were 
performed in this tunnel. -Red- 
stone, however, quickly outgrew 
this tunnel aad designer, fabri- 
cated, ‘and installed the present 7- 
inch-by-7-inch tunnel. 

The new wind tunnel will use 





a high pressure supply of air (35,- 
000 pounds per square inch) which 
has been cleaned and dried before 
storage.

CHICAGO.—An entire new 
family of viruses—infinitesi- 
mally minute, apparently liv- 
ing particles—has been found 
by Army doctors 

They were described to the 
American Medical Association con- 
vention here this week by Maj. M. 
R. Hilleman, chief of the depart- 
ment of respiratory diseases at 
Walter Reed Hospital_in Washing- 
ton. 

~ During both War II and the 
Korean war, Maj. Hilleman said, 
it was observed that many soldiers 
who “reported on ‘sick call with 
cold-like symptoms — one of the 
Army’s major problems since there 
were more than four million admis- 
sions to hospitals during the World- 
War—did not have common colds 
or maladies traceable to bacteria 
or any of the known viruses. 

- * *- 

THERE WAS great difficulty in 
isolating the responsible viruses. 
This” finally was accomplished 
at Walter Reed. This hitherto un- 
known family inhabits the respira- 
tory tract of man. All are quite 
closely related. There are at least 
14 distinct types, now known as 
RI viruses. 


Symptoms caused by each are 
quite similar, usually characterized 
by high temperatures. The mala- 
dies are commonly designated as 
grippe, catarrhal fever, virus 
pneumonia, acute pharyngitis or 
severe cold. Fever lagts six days 
on the average. The patient is 
kept im the hospital for about ten 
dys, a serious loss of Army man- 
power. 

Studies to develop an effective 
vaccine have been in progress in 
several laboratories, Maj. Hilleman

Reserve Retirement. Disparity 


Leads ROA Convention Issues

NEW ORLEANS.—The 1956 annual convention of the 
opened here this week with many “issues” on the program. 


Election of national officers for 
1957 is relatively a mild issue this 
year. Since 1956 is “Air. Force 
Year” the selection o£ the officer 
to be national president is limited 
’ to this branch of service. Leading 
candidates are Maj. Gen. Robert 
Condon, Civil Defense official from 
New York City, and Col. Roger 
Zeflar, insurance. executive from 
Washington, D. C. 

There is some talk of the 
bility of a “dark lorse” date 
coming from the ranks of the Air 
Force but the genera] impression 
is that the selection will be made

or Zellar.

THE ARMY will elect its 1957 
national president this week via 
the office of ROA vice president 
for Army, if normal procedure is 
followed, Election to the “VP” 
spot. does not necessarily mean 
election to the top spot in 1957 
but this is the general rule. 

As the convention opened, in- 
dications were that election to this 
office would be a real old-fashioned 
“political hassle.”

THE TOP NEWS ofthis conven- 
tion will be whether or not the con- 
vention supports the efforts of Rep. 
George Huddleston (D., Ala.) to 
get retirement benefits for Reserve 
officers with service in WWI. 


Huddleston is supported in his 
efforts by Sen. John Sparkman 
(D., Ala.). 

The proposal is that Reserve 
officers, with service in WWI either 
as officers or enlisted men, would 
be enlistéd to retirement pay of 
75 percent. This benefit is now 
accorded only officers of the Regu- 
lar services. 

The 1954 ROA convention en- 
dorsed the measure. The 1955 con- 
vention took a mild position on 
the proposal by resolution calling 
for support of any parity in -benefit 
for officers of both the Reserve and 
Regular services. This action last 
year led to a group of senior Ke 
serve officers, all members of ROA, 
forming a Reserve Equalization

committee for support of the Spark- 
man-Huddleston bill, 

The denial of this retirement 
benefit to Reserve officers “hinges 
around the term “any officer” as 
contained in the 1942 and the 1948 
pay acts. The Court of Claims 
ruled that the expression _applied 
only to Regular officers. So in 
order to get the benefit for Re- 
servists it is mecessary for Con- 
gress to expressly state that they 
are “officers.” -

_ ARMY INTEREST will center 
around resolutions condemning the 
Department of the Army for al- 
legedly letting the National Guard 
decide whether or not Army Re- 
serve units can be activated. 


The midwinter ROA meeting 
this year said that Army com- 
manders were submitting papers on 
proposed activation of units to the 
adjutants general of states pro- 
posed for Army Reserve units. If 
the National Guard state official 
recommended disapproval there 
was no Army Reserve. unit, the 
ROA said.

FORT DIX, N. J. — The

A beltline processing system, 
now in operation, functions vir- 


tually around the clock, with sol- 4 


diers being processed upon arrival. 
No longer are troops slated for 
overseas assignments formed into 
groups and marched from - point 
to point with the resulting loss of 
time. 

A study, made last year; brought 
about consolidation of all proces- 
sing agencies into one building, a 
move which speedily reduced the 
usual three days of processing to 
two days or sumetimes one. 

Now, normally, all processing, 
except for pay and required infor- 
mational lectures, is completed 
within 30 minutes after the arrival 
of the en-route soldier.

THE PROCEDURE consists of 
a complete check of all records, 
clothing inspection, immunizations, 
computation of leave and pay, POR 
check, determination of specific 
unity, of assignment in Europe, 
necessary management of personal 
affairs and assignment to billets. 

The following day, except on 
Sundays and holidays, each man 
is paid and oriented on the over- 
seas command to which he is being 
assigned. Officials of the 1264th 
Service Unit, which operates the 
Overseas Replacement Center, em- 
phasize that now all processing is 
completed in one processing day 
as against the former total of 
three. 

The new system makes every- 
body available for shipment two 
days earlier, and because trans- 
ports leaving New York are some- 
times 10 to 25 days apart, time 
saved in processing can sometimes 
expedite a soldier’s departure by 
one to three weeks. The average 
length of stay has been reduced 
from approximately 15 days to 
about five, a net saving of about 
10 days per man. 

As a result an estimated 100,000 
man days per month or 1,200,000 
days per year are saved.

FORT RILEY, Kans. — As “the 
summer sun climbs higher—and 
hofter—in the Kansas skies, troops 
here are being warned that the 
sun’s life-giving rays can seriously 
injure or even kill. 

A series of hot weather indoc- 
trinations included in the training 
program for all troops at the post 
is based on memorandum issued by 
the Office of the Surgeon, Hq., Ist 
Inf. Div. and Fort Riley. 

Troops are warned of four of the 
most dangerous effects of the sun: 
Head stroke, heat exhausiion, heat 
cramps and sunburn. Hot weather 
indoctrination classes are being 
conducted by company officers and 
medical personnel of all units at 
Fort Riley. 

Sun or heat stroke, the troops 
are told, is the cause of the great- 
est number of serious injuries and 


deaths during the summer months.

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Eustis Demonstrates 
Newest Transportation 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—The wheel ay not be a new idea, 


but the transportation industry is | 


ng the advantages of 


keeping cargo on wheels—on land and at sea. 


Innovations in transport with 
this: in mind were demonstrated 
last week at Fort Eustis, home of 
the Army Transportation Course. 
The- occasion ‘was the Transport 
Roundup, which attracted leaders 
in the field of transportation from 
both industry and the military, 
along with their latest ideas on 
equipment. 

The roll-on-dnd-off demonstra- 
tion began when four Army 34-foot 
semi-trailer vans were unloaded 
from rail cars. The trailers golled 
off two railroad “piggy-back” cars, 
each 75 feet long and designed to 
carry a‘ roll-on-off load. A heavy- 
duty railroad ramp, actually a spe- 
cial-purpose rail car designed at 
Eustis, was used by thé unloading. 

Two of trailers then

slands. 

The “Seatruck” then’ sailed to a 
sand spit on the James River, 
across from the port. Waiting trac- 
tors unloaded the semi-trailers and 
the cargo was rolling again. 


THUS, the roll-on-and-off transi- 
tion was completed from rail to 
land to sea and then onto land 
again. The cargo remained on 
wheels all the way—there was no 








manual transfer ‘of cargo involved 
as the means of transport changed. 

The Adapto railroad car, just 
developed by a Philadelphia com- 
pany, was also shown to the trans- 
portation experts at the roundup 
demonstration. It is a new idea in 
tail transport which allows one 
rail ear to be quickly changed in- 
to whatever is needed for a job 
— flat-car, hopper, compartment 
ear, tanker, refrigerator car, gon- 
dola, or piggy-back car. 

Also demonstrated were the 


Army’s “CONEX” containers, large |. # 
metal shipping boxes which .take |: 


much of the packing job out of 
transportation. An Army heavy- 
duty forklift, designed for use over 
rough terrain, was used to move 
these containers onto the “Sea- 
truck.” ‘ 

A crane at the port was also used 
to unléad “CONEX” ‘containers 
from the trailership and the ship- 
ping compartments from the Adap- 
to car. 

The “Seatruck” came here for 
the Transportation Roundup only 
seven days after it was launched 
at Jacksonville, Fla. It carried its 
first load from Florida to Fort 
Eustis. Two semi-trailers, a 24-foot 
and a,35-foot van, were unloaded 
here before the Army vans were 
loaded for the water part of their 
journey.

Subtitled “The Inchon-Seoul Op- 
eration,” this latest work by the 
team of Montross and Canzona 
could serve as a model for what 
military histories ought to be. 

It has the “big picture”— 
terms of what Gen. MacArthur and 
the Joint Chiefs were trying to do 
—and the “little picture”—right 
down to squad level, in many cases. 

All the unitg and people and 
battle plan? are right where they 
ought to be for a clear picture of 
what happened and why. 

Where things went wrong as 
things do im a war, they are 
treated with candor. Treated im a 
similar vein are differences of 
opinion which, if one is te believe 
some of today’s critics, aren’t 
suppesed to exist. 

Take the case of Maj. Gen. 0. 
P. Smith, ist Marine Div. com- 
mander, and Maj. Gen. E. M. Al- 
mond, X Corps commander, for 
example. The authors write: 

“Mutual respect was not lacking, 
but differences in temperment 
made it inevitable that these gen- 
erals would not always see eye to 
eye. History teaches that is is by 
ne means a deplorable situation 
when kept within reasonable 
bounds. 

“Character can be as decisive 
a factor as logistics, and some of 
the greatest victories ef the ages 
have been won by colleagues who 
did not agree at times. Friction, 
in fact, is more likely te sharpen 
than to blunt military intellects; 
and Smith’s precision had poten- 
tialities of being a good counter- 
poise fer Almond’s energy.” 

That this turned out to be the 
case is self-evident. The Inchon- 
Seoul operation was a howling suc- 
cess despite an almost incredible 
number of ways in which it-could 
have gone wrong.

Motorcycle Does Army Jobs 
Few Other Vehicles Can Do 


By PFC MARVIN D. RESNICK 


FORT GORDON, Ga.—It may be 
true that Army motorcyclists re- 
ceived more injuries riding motor- 
cycles than they did from combat 
wounds during War II, but SFC 
Ebylee Magnus, motor sergeant 
of the 504th MP Bn. here claims 
that, “even though it’s a tough 
machiffe to handle, the motorcycle 
is extremely valuable because it 
can do things that almost no other 
vehicle can.” 5 

A good example is evident in 
cross-country-—motor convoy work. 
It is the MP on his motorcycle who 
rides ahead to clear traffic in 
towns. Not until the last truck 
passes does he get back on his 
“bike,” pass the convoy, and get 
to the next town, 

“The work is highly important 
and there is possibly no other ve- 
hicle that can do the same job,” 
says Magnus. “The motorcycle has 
the speed and the size. What other 
vehicle can move’ through a con- 
voy of trucks to get ahead and 
stil] not interfere with traffic com- 
ing the other way?” 

Magnus, who learned to ride a 
motorcycle when he was 12 years’ 
old, did a-great deal of motor con- 
voy work during War II from At- 
lanta to New Orleans, then a port 
of embarkation. 

“I'd take along three or four 
motorcycles on these trips,” he 
says, “and when one broke down 
we'd put it up on the truck and I'd 
just use another one. We may have 
been traveling a distance of only 
500 miles, but with all the doubling 
back and forth, I must. have cov- 
ered three times that mileage, and 
when it was all over, .all three 
motorcycles were burned out.”

IT Is BELIEVED that the only 
units using the motorcycle today 
are the MPs and possibly armored 


units. They were in use back in 


War I. Between the two world’ 
wars motorcycle companies were 
organized with 200 men in a comi- 
pany but these units were disband- 
ed around 1935. 

When War II began motorcycle 
riders were in demand and Magnus

combat training. 

Magnus, who entered the Army 
in 1935, says, “I have never seen 
as rough a training as those men 
received. After they had’ learned 
to ride the motorcycles on a level 
road, we’d run them through all 
sorts of obstacles. For instance, a 
man .would start off on a dirt 
track, build his speed up to. 40 
miles per hour, and when he hit 
soft dirt, have to put it down at 
that speed.” 

“We'd go over rough terrain, up 
creeks, and along a nafrow bridle 
path 130 motorcycles in a line. 
We'd even go off ramps and 60 
per cent of the men had never 
been on motorcycles before they 
came into the Army. Of course, 
most of the men were volunteers!” 

* + > 


A GOOD MANY motorcycles 
were used in the invasion of North 
Africa and motorcycles with side 
cars were used “to transport offi- 
cers during War II. In dispatching 
and communications the motorcy- 
cles came in handy, also, but in 
1946 and 1947 most. Army units 
stopped. using the “bikes,” al- 
though they have continued to be 
of value to the MPs. 

Magnus recalls that many films 
about motorcycle riding were made 
during War II and he participated 
in quite a few. “One time,” he says 
“we were making a film for Uni- 
versal Newsreel. We went down a 
steep hill, into a gulley, and up 
a hill. I hit a tree on the way up 
and fell off the’ motor¢ycle. The 
others behind me continued along 
just missing me. The ‘cameras got 
it all.”

F THE automobile Lusky were buying as much advertising as it is getting under the 
head of pure reading matter it would run up an astounding lineage record 


There are almost as many diag- 
noses and prognoses of the condi- 
tion of the car market to be heard 
around the pinball game in the 
corner tavern or read in 
columns of the deepest-dish fi- 
nancial columns as are offered 
concerning the President’s health.

Under the proposal, the Booker 
T. Washington National Monument

Treasury. 

A new issue, equal to the number 
of coins returned, but not over 
100,000, would then be coined and 
made available to the foundation. 
The coins are sold to the group at 
face value. They are then resold at 
a premium price, with the profits 
going toward the foundation’s pro- 
gram. 

The amendment specifies’ that 
the U. S. will not pay any of the 
expense of making models for the 
master dies or other preparation 
needed for the coinage requested. 
The cost would be borne by the 
foundation. 

The commemofative coin—if 
approved—will bring to 103 the 

number of coins and variation in 
the 50-cent-piece series available 
te collectors. To purchase one of 
each variation would cost around 
$2600 at present retail coin 
counter prices. 

There have actually been only 48 
different commemorative halves 
issued, but the re-issue of some and 
the different mint marks boost the 
number of varieties. 

Coin collecting is showing an in- 
creasing growth in popularity in the 
U. S., according to coin dealers. 
They report a heavy demand for 
U. S. coins, particularly the com- 
memorative half-dollars. 

As in stamps, the scarcity of a 
coin is a key factor in determining 
its value. The number of commem- 
orative coins produced, however, is 
considerably smaller than the num- 
ber of stamps printed of a given 
issue. 


Among the largest single coin-| 


age issues listed is the 1893 Colum- 
bian half dollar with 1,550,405 im- 
pressions: struck. A coin of that 


series retails for around $2.50 to | 
day. There were only 5000 of the 
1921 Missouri piece (star variety) 
and it retails for around $75.

Army Shorts 
Have a Long 
Background 


FORT LEE, Va.—Although only 
‘ officially approved for wear by the 
Army after July 1 of this year, 
khaki shorts .and_ short-sleeved 
shirts were first sported. by Fort 
Lee soldiers back in 1943. 

A search through the archives 

of the Quartermaster Research and 
| Doveneeass Field “Evaluation 
Agency disclosed this week that 
the agency’s predecessor, the Quar- 
termaster Board, tested the shorts 
and shirts ‘for the first time during 
the summer of that year. Among 
the types tested then was-a “Brit- 
ish” model, with large belt loops 
that allowed a pistol belt to be 
worn as an integral part of the 
summer uniform. 

Another test of the uniform was 
conducted by the Quartermaster 
Board at Fort Lee in 1947. This 
was the first opportunity the pub- 
lic had to view the getup. Men who 
were testing it for the Quarter- 
master Corps were allowed to wear 
it off post.

of a Second 


EDGEWOOD, Md.—Sights far too fast for the human 
eye to see are being captured on film every day at the Army 


Chemica] Center here. 

In time intervals shorter than a 
millionth of a second, explosions 
surrounded by liquids are being 
photographed just as the first drop- 
lets begin to erupt out of the mass. 

More remarkable still, the ac- 
tion is frezen on ordinary 35mm 
film identical te that used in or- 
dinary cameras. 

The work is being done by the 
Munitions Division of Chemical 


Laboratories. .

IN A TESTING chamber sur-

of a remarkable new camera. 
The camera takes a strip of 25 
pictures in the unbelievably short 
time of 20-millionths of one second 
—less than a millionth of .a second 
to expose each picture. 
Taking the picture was the least 


| of the problems faced in using the 


camera. The manufacturers only 
claim for it that it would take fast 
action shots of self-illuminated ob- 
jects. 

The Chemical Corps researchers 
wanted to see how liquids bursf 
out of a shell casing and realized 
that they. would have to provide 
their own outside light source. 

They rigged up a megaphone- 
shaped pyramid of aluminus, filled 
it with argon gas and put a lens 
across, the broad base of the pyra- 
mid, A fuse excited the argon 
atoms to the brilliant intensity of 
an A-bomb for a split-second, and 
the lens directed the flash on the 
object to be photographed before 
the lens itself blew to splinters. 

They found that they had a 
light source, an object to be ex- 
ploded and a camera that would 
watch the explosion in _install- 
ments.

“We solved it,” a technician said, 
“by conventional. use of  elec- 
tronics.” . “Conmvention use” in 
this case involves several cabinets 
of electronic equipment, control 
panels and flashing lights that 
would do credit to a science-fiction 
writer’s imagination. 

When the explosion to be photo- 
graphed goes off-in the chamber, 
the argon flash fires simultaneously 
and the image thus formed travels 
at 186,000 miles a second (the speed 
of light) to a mirror on the wall, 
bounces to another mirror shielded 
by heavy steel armor and then into 
the control room. thrugh an open- 
ing in the 18 inches of concrete. 

The camera picks up the image 
on a tiny’mirror revolving at 5000 
revolutions per second. 

The film, of course, is not run 
through the camera, since it would 
tear at that speed. But the strip 
of film, with 25 exposure frames, 
lies above the whirling mirror and 
picks up whatever flashes. upward.

York: . 

“In terms of over-all production 
and trade, it is unlikely that a side- 
wise trend on a high level, which 
has persisteds for a good many 
months, has significantly altered. % 

The reason behind this gratify- 
ing situation ap to be that 
the large-scale adjustments which 
have Sg made have operated so 
smoothly that the over-all “pattern 
of stability’ has not been 
turbed. Apparently a balance has- 
been maintained between condi- 
tions in some localities where there 
has been unemployment and a rise 
in business failures, and the other 
areas where demands on manpow- 
er and materials ‘havé™ been so 
heavy as to threaten inflation. The 
expert indicator-readers find noth- 
ing to give them concern over the 
trend in the somewhat inflated 
areas. Nor do they think the iso- 
lated soft spots portend a general 
cownward course at present or in 
the near future.

If consumer spending which has 
been withheld from the automobile 
market as yet has not sought other 
channels there is no question about 
the force exerted by -business in- 
vestment. According to the Mc- 
Graw-Hill Department of Econom- 
ics, businessmen queried in April 
and May were scheduling expendi- 
tures totaling $39 billion during 
this year, an increase of 30 pet- 
cent over 1955. 


This percentage ‘reveals a 
‘marked rise over the 22 percent 
increase shown in the survey con- 
ducted only last February by the 
Department of Commerce. It 
should be pointed out that these 
figures are not estimates but actual 
dollar-expenditures which the larg- 
er, and some of the smaller com- 
panies are making or have planned 
to make.

THESE FIGURES are particu- 
larly heartening because they rep- 
resent capital goods consumption

GI BILL SCHOOLING 

Q. I entered the service in No- 
vember 1954; therefore, am eligi- 
ble for schooling under the Korea 
GI Bill. However, I am planning to 
apply for an early release to re- 
turn to college in September 1956. 
If I do get out early, will it cancel 
my right to the GI Bill, or will it 
merely cut down the time I would 
receive it by about three months? 

A. Early release to attend school 
will not affect your eligibility for 
GI Bill education and training. It 
will reduce the length of such 
training. If you are released after 
22 months’ service, your entitle- 
ment will be 33 months education, 
based upon 1% days for each day 
of qualifying active service.

CAN’T COLLECT : 

Q. The article “Muster Pay Dead- 
line Is July 16” in the May 19 
edition interests me very much. 
Kindly advise how I go about col- 
lecting my mustering-out pay. I 
was a RA enlisted man when the 
Korea war broke. On Oct. 29, 1950 
I was discharged to go on active 
duty as an USAR officer. I have 
never been paid MOP. I am still on 
active duty and plan to complete 
20 years’ service. Can I apply for 
mustering-out pay, and how do I 
go about it? 

A. You are not eligible for MOP 
on the pasis of your 1950 dis- 
charge from enlisted status to ac- 
cept a commission. AR 35-1340, 
par. 151, states that MOP is not 
payable if. an individual is dis- 
charged from an enlisted status to 
accept a commission in other than 
a Regular compcnent. Moreover, 
MOP is not payable to those who 
receive retirement pay or are in 

unless retired for
